Mouat was elected temporary chair-

and on motion of Edward Pet- 
erson. F. A. Capellc was elected tem- 
porary secretary. 
A committee on 


credentials, consisting of Fred Van 
de Water, F. F. Plerson and Charles 
Fish', was appointed by the chair, and 
reported that the different 
wards 


were entitled to representation as 
follows: First ward 8, Second ward 
C, Third ward 10, Fourth ward 7 and 
?> Ward 3.

tion was made permanent and the 
chairman of the ward

•was empowered to cast the full voto 
of the delegation.

unanimously adopted:

Resolved, by the delegates to the 


republican city convention duly chos- 
en at caucuses and In convention as- 
sembled, that the nomination of A. 
O. Wilson for mayor, A. E. Badger 
for clerk, Martin Dunn for sealer of 
•weights and measures, S. C. Burn- 
ham for school commissioner at large 
and -C. W. Reeder for justice of the 
peace, by tile Citizens' ticket be, and 
each of them Is hereby endorsed for 
said respective ofllces, and that no 
nominations be made for said otllccs 
by this convention. 
F. S. Sheldon then presented 
a 
resolution which was also adopted. 
The resolution was In regard to fol- 
lowing the charter In city 
govern- 
ment and was 


Resolved, that it Is the sense of 
this convention, that the mayor and 
common council and the board of ed- 
ucation of this city, should In every 
particular be governed by the provi- 
sions of the charter under which the 
city is organized; and 'we demand 
that in all matters the requirements 
of the charter be strictly observed. 


S. B. Heddles then -presented the 


following motion which was adopted: 
Resolved, that strict economy In 
the administration of our city affairs 
is especially desired, and wo demand 
of all city officials that business prin- 
ciples he observed, and a better sys- 
tem of bookkeeping and accounting 
adopted. 


Moved, that M. O. Mouat be elect- 
ed as chairman of the republican city 
committee, and that the chairman of 
each ward committee ho elected as 
the members of the city committee, 
from their respective wards. 
There being no further business to 


come before the convention, the meet- 
Ing adjourned.

Germany could not make a Miccessful 
flght with cur navy. 


"I have had ample opportunity for 


studying the German navy. 
The dif- 


ference between that navy and . the 
United States navy la that the men 
In the Germany navy do not possess 
self-reliance. 
They depend on the of- 


fleers too much. 
Each man 
Is not 


an Intelligent, thinking being In the 
performance of his particular duties 
like the personnel of our navy. 


"A warship Is a ponderous machine 


shop and the Americans arc trained 
so that each unit Is an Intelligent be- 
ing, applying himself when In action 
under the general instruction of his 
superiors. 
If every officer 
on 
an 


American ship were killed the men 
could and would go on and flght to 
victory."

Gen. C. B. Boardman has sent 
the following as a circular letter to 
the captains of all companies of tho 
Wisconsin National guard: 


"Tho following telegram has been 


received from the war department: 
•Department ready to Issue magazine 
arms and equipments under Section 
13 militia law as soon as the num- 
ber required to arm organized militia 
in your state can bo determined by 
personal Inspection by army officer. 
Secretary of war desires you to an- 
vise this office by wire, collect, as 
to tho earliest date and -place where 
Inspectors can visit each of your or- 
ganizations.' 


"Reply has been made that tho 


Wisconsin National guard Is ready 
for Inspection at any time on three 
days' notice, or less If necessary, to 
company commanders. 
This inspec- 


tion may be-made at any time. This 
Information Is given so that com- 
pany commanders may be prepared. 
Arrangements <should be made to not- 
ify all men promptly when the order 
comes, tuat the maximum attendance 
may be assured. 
Recruiting should 
also be pushed now, as the number 
of arms received may depend upon 
the number of men present." 


The magazine arms referred to by 
the :war department are the Krag- 
Jorgenson rifles which have supplant- 
ed tlie Springfield rifles In the regu- 
lar army.

WAS LIMITED 


Senate Passed the Assembly Measure 


with Decided Restrictions 


Attached. 


(Speclnl to Tim Uuzctti*.) 
Madison. WIs., March 27.—The sen- 
ate, by a vote of IS to H, defeated 
the Merton primary election bill yes- 
terday morning, and In tho afternoon, 
after a debate lasting from 
-I to 7 
o'clock, killed another primary bill 
by the same author, and then passed 
tho assembly bill to the same pur- 
pose, (Irst amending It so as to make 
t.'ie primary principle apply only to 
tho election of officers If approved at 
the next general election by the peo- 
ple. 


Decided Victory 


It was a victory for the conser- 


vative republicans, as the adminis- 
tration Is decidedly opposed to the 
amended measure. 
It will be' reject- 
ed In the assembly, which Is 
con- 


trolled by the administration, 'and a 
conference 
committee of the 
two 


houses will then prepare a substitute, 
but It Is feared today's action marks 
tho doom of primary election legis- 
lation at this session.

on behalf of tho monks.

reason that the order -was urlven 
from the country, said the speaker, 
was that Ja was feared that their 
money was used for political 
pur- 


poses. 
This was untrue. 
Premier 


Combes replied that the Carthusian 
monks lived under the same regime 
as the other orders that should be 
treated In the same way. Tney should 
not be favored 
because they were 


rich. 
He said they had conducted 


an active propaganda against 
the 


republic. 
Tho superior general of 
the Carthusian order signed a recent 
pamphlet urging all citizens not to 
pay their taxes and to boycott the re- 
liubllcan officials. The chamber then, 
by a vote of 338 to 231. refused to 
discuss the application for authoriza- 
tion.

ounce of slugs to one thousand Ibs. 
of shells. A man can pick over from 
250 to 400 pounds of shells a day. 


Tho necessary apparatus Is simple. 


Thirty dollars, says Albee. will buy 
all that Is needed. 
A Hatboat, about 


four by twenty feet in size. Is tne 
first essential. 
An engine 
to pro- 


pell the boat Is an advantage against 
the current, hut not a necessity, ror 
fishing, hooks of telegraph wlres.bent 
Into crowfoot shape, are attached to 
three foot cords by gas pipe twelve 
to twenty feet In length. 
Each ot 


the hooks has four prongs, Mini they 
are strung about four inches apart 
on tho gas pipe. 
One of the prongs is <|uite sure to 


come within reach of the clams 
as 


tho Hat boat drifts down stream with 
the hooks 
dragging 
behind. 
The 


greedy elam shuts his mouth tight 
upon the prong, and holds on until 
tnknn off by tho Usher. 


When there Is low water, hose and 


rakes suffice to pull out the clams. 
Some of tho fishermen simply wade 
in and pull out 
the molltisks with 


their hands. 
When a sulllclent quantity of the 


shells have' been gathered they are 
dumped together Into a tank 
about 


twenty Inches square 
with an Iron 


bottom nnd boiled for about IT. to 1!0 
minutes, when the shell comes out 
approximately clean. 
The clams are 


used largely for pig nnd chicken feed

Indulgent 
husband. 


Penned Inquest. 


The inquiry Into the death of Ar- 


thur !„ Pennell will begin before 
Justice Murphy next Monday, and an 
effort' will 
bt> made to 
determine 


whether the Pennell automobile trag- 
edy was accident or suicide, or sui- 
cide and murder. 
When that inquiry 


is out of the way the Uurdick de- 
cision will be handed down, probably 
not before. 


Among the witnesses

Lizzie .Romance, the servant; the twu 
boys who saw Pennell's plunge Into

which successfully exposed the frauds

here la admlt.ed. 


The operations of 
the 
postofllce 


service cover such a vast extent of 
territory, the amount of supplies pur- 
chased and distributed Is so vast, 
and the number uf employes Is so 
great that It will take the postotllce 
detectives morths to develop the de- 
tails. They have gone far enough to 
show, however, that the ring has ex- 
isted for yearn and that certain un- 
scrupulous officials have grown rich 
on small salaries. 


Control Congressmen.
